JUDGE SAI NSOT: Well, as | pointed out in ny
meno, this -- there's already been a Final Order on
Rehearing in this case. | should also point out that

Commonweal th Edi son has joined in that notion and
Dom nion has filed a response to that notion. Those
were filed after my meno issued.

Dom nion's argunents were pretty much
the same as what is set forth in the memo, which is
t he Comm ssion doesn't have jurisdiction to entertain
substantive changes to an Order.

There were two arguments made in the
Motion for Clarification. One was -- one cited a
portion of the Public Utilities Act that had never
been mentioned before. Let nme see what the other one
was. Oh, the other one juxtaposed two different

portions of the Order and said there was an
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i nconstancy. But if you read the Order in its
entirety -- in its fullest, it's not inconsistent.
So the meno before you recomends
denying the Motion for Clarification.
CHAI RMAN SCOTT: Di scussion? Questions?
COMM SSI ONER O CONNELL- DI AZ: Wel |, you know,
t hi nk having gone through this and -- just because
it's kind of odd. The movant herein suggests that

there is an inconstancy, which you just noted, and

that the Comm ssion will revisit this issue at sone
point in time later. MWhen is that some point in time
later? It's in the Order. So. .

JUDGE SAI NSOT: There is no some point in time
later in the Order. The only purpose for that
| anguage was to recognize that this is a brand-new
program and that things may change and that there may
be a legitimate reason in the future to revisit any
portion of the PORCB program

COMM SSI ONER O CONNELL- DI AZ: So the statement
t hat appears on Page 26 of the Order, in fact, is a
general statement as to all issues in the

Comm ssion's decision and that the Conmm ssion at any
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time it chooses could revisit those issues?

JUDGE SAI NSOT: Yes.

CHAlI RMAN SCOTT: Fol | ow-up on that point,
it's -- in the Order it says could revisit this issue
at any time or sometime in the future.

JUDGE SAI NSOT: Ri ght. The whol e idea of
having alternative electric suppliers is brand new to
the consumers. So that | anguage was only put in
there to recognize that 10 years from now, 5 years
fromnow, 20 years from now things may be very
different.

COMM SSI ONER O CONNELL- DI AZ: | think the term
t hat was used is "not adverse"” to revisiting the
issue. So | don't think it's a clear "should."

Somebody ask a question. | " m | ooking
t hrough this again. | guess |...

CHAI RMAN SCOTT: So the recomendation is to
deny the notion.

| think everybody that's got the copy
that we pulled off of here has the wrong copy. So. .

CHAI RMAN SCOTT: | " m gl ad you said sonmet hi ng,
t hough. We're okay then, you think?

Al'l right. W' Il turn now to Natural
Gas. Items G 1 and G2 are Docket Nos. 11-0575 and
11- 0576, and they can be taken together. These itens
are filings by North Shore Gas and Peopl es Gas
requesting special perm ssion to revise energy
efficiency-related tariffs to allow for the extension
of their non-statutorily mandated energy efficiency
programs through the end of 2011. Staff recomends
denyi ng the Conpany's request.

|s there any discussion?

COMM SSI ONER O CONNELL- DI AZ: Chai r man, yes,
have just --
CHAl RMAN SCOTT: Yes, Comm ssioner.

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COMM SSI ONER O CONNELL- DI AZ: -- 1 go along
with -- | think based on our conversation | ast week,
| think it's clear where | stand with regard to
Staff's recomendati on, which | agree with. But as |

have said all along with regard to these many new

programs that we're rolling out, | think that we --
we are the gatekeepers, if you will. And it is
rat epayer money that is being utilized in these new
prograns.

And as |, you know, read through what

Staff had in their menmo to us, it is with great
concern that it seemed that the -- there were | arge
sunms of money -- and by my cal cul ati on and based on
Staff's meno -- the updated nmenmo that we got --
there's close to a mllion dollars that are being
paid to a contract adm nistrator which I'm not really
quite clear -- 1 understand. |'ve actually | ooked at
t hings on the Website of the contract adm nistrator,
whi ch tal ks about what that entity does. It seens to
be an entity of the one person that probably hires

ot her people as the case may be. But it's a mllion
dollars and that's |i ke 300,000 a year that is being

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paid to a contract adm ni strator.

And from what | understand this is --
t hese contract adm nistrators, which all of our
programs have. Obvi ously they don't come for free.
But in this economy -- and it's ratepayer noney --
that seems to be a significant chunk of change. And
given what Staff reported to us with regard to the
shortcom ngs of the adm nistrator in this particular
situation that is before us today, it -- that's what
caused me to |l ook at all of this.

And | did |l ook at the reconciliation
proceedings fromthe first year of the program I
think there was a 7 percent disall owance because of
some sort of an insulation that was part of the
program that this was recomended, | guess. And --
but, again, this is ratepayer nmoney.

And | think it's critical that the
rat epayers get a refund from anything that's |left as
opposed to giving nore noney to this contract
adm ni strator that our Staff suggests has not done
what needed to be done in the time period that was

defined by statute. W have two nore years of this.

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And so in the next -- there's an
ongoi ng reconciliation and | think -- at least | wil
be issuing some data requests with regard to what
exactly is going on and what -- what are we | ooking
at when we have these contract adm nistrators and
what are they doing for what | think are | arge suns
of money, at least on -- in this economy that we're
in for an entity to get that kind of money. And |
don't see that it's -- it's not like it's a group of
peopl e. It seenms that it's just one entity.

So it gave me pause and so | really
ki nd of dug in and | ooked at it.

COMM SSI ONER FORD: | certainly concur with my
Comm ssioner. Because |, too, had concerns about the
amount of noney that this sole -- seemed to have been
sol e sourced to one individual. And | can see that
this is close to a mllion dollars in my estimtion.

That, in this econonmy, we need jobs
and certainly in the energy efficiency piece | could
see several jobs being allocated to people but one
person to do this. And then not bring reports in in
a timely fashion, to nme there is no excuse for that.

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So | concur with you whol eheartedly.
And | will be certainly issuing data requests myself
along with you.

Thank you, Chairman.

CHAI RMAN SCOTT: Furt her discussion?

| have a slightly different take than
t hat . | appreciate and certainly respect the
opi nions of my coll eagues here.

But it's not additional nmoney that
we're tal king about. It's the continuation of money.
And | understand what you're saying about it being
rat epayer nmoney, but it's not additional funds that
are being sought here. The adm nistrative fee was
anticipated at the time of the actual order fromthis
Comm ssion going forward which established this --

t hese programs. And by ny calculation | don't see
t hat they're exceedi ng that amount of dollars that
are there.

| think that's a noni ssue going
forward because the money gets transferred. It gets
transferred into other programs that have different
adm ni strators. So | don't think you're | ooking at

19
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an additional sum of noney necessarily for this
particul ar person unless they would be awarded a
contract by sonebody el se.

The Board that's responsi ble for
adm ni stering these programs was unani mous in their
support of this particular request and that includes
a couple of entities whose mssion it is to also |ook
out for ratepayers. | think these prograns are
val uabl e programs. They're especially valuable for
| ow i ncome folks in our state. | think that that's
somet hing that we shouldn't overl ook at all as well
as the fact that when we asked questions a coupl e of
weeks ago when we were on the Bench about these
programs we were told that our Staff didn't think
that the utilities would continue with these prograns
even though they could in another setting through
38-104.

So | -- for those reasons | think that
the rationale of the Conmm ssion in establishing these
programs well before | got here was a good one. And
t hat much as we do with other places where we've got
programs that have time |imts that haven't finished

20
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their work in the time that we have, we frequently
grant extensions. | believe we did it today in a
coupl e of progranms that hadn't spent the noney that
was allocated to them

And so for those reasons |
respectfully disagree with my coll eagues on t hat
poi nt .

COMM SSI ONER O CONNELL- DI AZ: | just want to
clarify about the additional noneys. | wasn't -- it
wasn't additional moneys. The problem here is they
did not finish their work within the statutory time
peri od. Furthermore, the -- it was reported to the
Board that the work was going to be done. So in ny
estimation | would seriously be | ooking at in the
reconciliation proceeding whether, in fact, there
should be a refund from the contract adm nistrator
because they didn't finish their contractual
obligation to the Board during the time that is set
by statute.

What they're asking for is to roll
over those amounts into this other program and it

di sadvant ages ratepayers because it will go back on a

21
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per-therm basis as opposed to a refund on their bill

And that is not fair to ratepayers who are paying for

t his.

And, again, | go back to what the
contract adm nistrator is being paid. It's a large
sum of money. A person that has, | think, an office

in her home and we're tal king about ratepayer noney.

So that is my trouble with doing this.
| think that, you know, the program s going to -- the
ot her program s going to start in a couple months and
the ratepayers will be refunded fromthis appropriate
time period that was based on statute and this is a
fair thing.

| don't think it's going to disrupt
anyt hing except -- you know, |I'm going to be really
| ooking at this. And | have said that all along with
regard to these nmoneys that are -- you know, at some
point if it's a gravy train, we're the one that's
letting it out of the station and we need to be
really | ooking at those dollars. And if the other
consumer -- consumer representatives that are on that
Board don't see this, well, that's fine, well and

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good. This Comm ssion's obligation by statute is to

ensure that ratepayer funds are being appropriately

spent, and that's why we have the prudence review.
So | don't mean to disrespect your

opi ni on. | understand, but | just wanted to clarify

it wasn't additional --

CHAlI RMAN SCOTT: We can di sagree.

COVMM SSI ONER FORD:  Absol utely.

COMM SSI ONER O CONNELL- DI AZ: -- it was the
moneys from this pot. And we've had other situations
where we've had contractors come into the Comm ssion,
start doing work, not do the work that they're being
paid for and | have always -- | said, We need to
refund that.

COMM SSI ONER FORD: | sinmply -- I'"mlooking at
Staff's report. And | always give the anal ogy of

when | was in a school and | had reports that had to

come to the district office. | could not tell my
superintendent that | -- two days before that | could
not give a report. That shows me signs of

i ncompetence. And when a contract adm nistrator

tells her Board eight days before that she cannot
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conpl ete something, then that gives me pause al so.
And the fact that -- the inability to
properly account for noney, that certainly gives ne
pause in this economy. And especially for the City
of Chicago with all the |low-income people we have in
this city, I"'mjust certainly very upset about this
i ncompetency in my opinion
So we can disagree wi thout being
di sagreeabl e.
CHAI RMAN SCOTT: Absol utely.
Comm ssioner Elliott.

COMM SSI ONER ELLI OTT: Well, | think there's
poi nts on each side that are -- that are well taken.
And | think that my view of this is that the origina
program here that's being asked to be continued was a
Comm ssion-generated efficiency through an Order,
which | think at this point has been superceded by
| egi slation. And there is less than four months
remai ni ng on this.

| think it's reasonable to make the
transition to the |legislative base program | think
points regarding the adm nistration and | ending are,

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you know, well raised and well taken, | think, and
properly | ooked at in a reconciliation proceeding.
And | think it does bear scrutiny and should in any
type of prudency review as to whether the ratepayer
doll ars are being spent are being spent wi sely and
prudently.

And | think in nmy estimation | think
it's just time to put the former program past and
move forward with the | egislative-mndated program
There's a bit of overlap in ternms of coverage that
just -- you know, Staff has brought to our attention.
And | think that at |east to some degree it's
| essened by denying the special perm ssion.

So | would supports Staff's position
t hat special perm ssion be deni ed.

CHAI RMAN SCOTT: |Is there further discussion?

So | do understand where Judge Ril ey
was comng from | think he asked for this
information and it was a no-go and stonewalling from
t he conpany. And out of respect for the Conmm ssion |
think |I would have been probably maybe in your same
shoes in your recommendati on. But, unfortunately,
under the laws that stand the Comm ssion doesn't have
jurisdiction over that. W cannot require themto
file that with us.

So the changes that have been
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circulated |I believe among all the Comm ssioners from
Comm ssioner Elliott and nyself reflect that reality
bite.

And that's -- | don't know if
Comm ssioner Elliott --

COMM SSI ONER ELLI OTT: | agree with everything
you said. | just would point out that | appreciate
the work that Tom Stanton did as our |egal assistant
in the case and brought a lot of institutional menory
and history and context to this issue, which | think
has sort of been bounced around in a |ot of different
ways over the years. And hopefully we can, with this
Order, provide a consistent approach to addressing
t hese 13-401 certificate cases going forward.

First up is a report from Staff
concerning summer stornms and some of the resulting
out ages and reliability chall enges.

|s there someone there from Staff just
to give us a briefing on that?

MR. BEYER: Good morning. This is Gene Beyer.
CHAlI RMAN SCOTT: Good norning, Gene.
MR. BEYER: Is this on? Oh, |I'msorry.
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t hought it was on.
This is Gene Beyer. Good nmor ni ng.
Today Staff and I will provide an
overview of our inquiries regarding the outages
experienced in ConEd service territory as a result of

the July 11th storns.

Before getting to that | will identify
the major electric outages experienced in Illinois
this summer. Then I will refer to the Adm nistrative

Code Part 411 that specifies when and how those
out ages are reported to the | CC. Il will then
identify the Staff guidelines for deciding when to
inquire into and study a particul ar outage.
Before | continue, please be aware
t hat on August 18th ComEd filed a petition for
determ nation that ConEd is not |iable for damages
resulting from service interruptions caused by six
stornms that affected ConmEd's system this sunmmer.
That open Docket No. 11-0588 may affect Staff's
ability to respond to some of your questions today.
Let nme first refer to Part 411.
Adm ni strative Code Part 411.120 specifies the
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requi rements for reporting outages. Utilities are
required to report an event that causes service
interruptions to 10,000 or nmore customers for 3 or
mor e hours. Once the reporting begins reports
continue every 2 hours until service is restored to
all customers.

Some of the information required by
Part 411, and many -- | believe we all see those
notices that come to the Comm ssion -- some of that
information includes an estimte of the number of
customers the interruptions affect; the starting date
of the interruptions; the starting time of the
interruptions; the duration of the interruptions; the
| ocations; description of the causes; dates and ti mes
when the entity expects to restore electric service;
the call volume to the jurisdictional entity during
the interruptions as conpared to normal call vol une;
and the steps that the utility's taking to address
that call vol ume. So there are about nine pieces of
information that Part 411 requires to be filed for
each reportabl e outage.

This summer beginning in June Ameren
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reported 2 outages to us. One that began on June 1st
and | asted until June 2nd. And it affected about
18, 000 customers in Southern Illinois, primarily the
Mount Vernon and Benton areas. On July 27th lasting
till July 29th Ameren experienced the effects of
severe stornms in Western Illinois, primarily Adans
County and Quincy requiring restoration of service to
about 68,000 customers.

Al so beginning in June ComEd reported
a June 21st outage. That affected all ComEd regions
and affected over 400,000 customers. June 30th ConEd
reported on another storm It lasted for a couple of
days -- at least the effects |asted for a couple days
af fecting over 90,000 customers in their north and
sout h regions. July 11th storm that affected all of
ConEd' s regions, interrupted power to over 800, 000
customers. July 27th another storm affected over a
100, 000 customers in Rockford, Chicago and all of
their other regions. July 28th, another storm
affected ComEd's regions, primarily the south region;
required custonmer restoration to about 57,000

customers. And on August 2nd another storm hit the
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Chi cago region affecting over 140,000 customers.

In addition to those reportable
out ages M dAmeri can Energy reported one stormin June
to us as a courtesy that affected 4,000 custonmers on
their system near the quad cities.

Staff nonitors these events and
contacts the utilities whenever we have questions.
That contact may be a phone call or an e-mail or it
may be nore extensive and require a detailed set of
guestions as in the case of the July 11-rel ated
out ages. \When determ ni ng whether or not to make
inquiries and then deciding whether an inquiry is
brief or extended our general considerations include
t he i mpact of the outage upon custonmers and the
utility's system whether there are customer notice
and other customer service issues; the duration of
t he outage; concerns regarding service restoration;
and whet her there have been recent events of a
simlar nature or at the same conpany.

We are al so watchable for
circumstances suggesting that deficiencies in
practices within the utility's control, such as
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construction, maintenance or tree trinmm ng, may have
contributed to the outages. Those guidelines capture
| arge and small events.

Sonmetimes we | earn of outages through
t he medi a. Someti mes customers or conmpani es give us
courtesy calls on outages that aren't otherw se
reportabl e. So we're able to inquire on nost of the
out ages on the Company's system

Our inquiries into the ConmEd July 11th
out age were prepared by three divisions within the
agency: the Energy Division, the Financial Analysis
Di vi sion and the Consumer Services Division. The
extensive and detailed inquiries cover the foll ow ng
ar eas: 1, system condition, maintenance and
i nspection before the storms; 2, identifying each
distribution circuit and substation that experienced
service interruptions as a consequence of the storms;
3, characteristics of the storms and their effect on
the system 4, emergency plans; 5, restoration
efforts; 6, the costs associated with restoring
service; and 7, custonmer service and communi cati on.

Staff's review of the Conpany's
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responses i s ongoing. W are prepared today to
di scuss our questions and the areas into which we
i nqui red. Our next steps are to continue our review
of the responses, follow up with the Conpany as
needed, and then summarize our review and findings in
a report.
That concludes nmy remarks and await
any questions you may have.
CHAlI RMAN SCOTT: Comm ssioner Elliott.
COVMM SSI ONER ELLI OTT: Thanks, Chair man.
Gene, do you |l ook at the -- whether

the events are repeated for simlar distribution and

substation circuits? | mean, year after year do
events -- is there some pattern or is that | ooked at
at all in the Staff's anal ysis?

MR. BEYER: "' m going to have John Stutsman

respond to that question. He is coordinating the
Energy Division's inquiry into this outage and has
done so on other outages as well.

MR. STUTSMAN: If 1 understand your inquiry, we
do -- in the analysis of data that we get annually

fromthe companies we | ook at repeating worst
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performng circuits to see if there's sone
commonal ity of cause that could be contributing to
t hose repeaters or if it's just a random occurrence.

COMM SSI ONER ELLI OTT: Okay. Thanks.

COMM SSI ONER O CONNELL- DI AZ: And just --
know | 've -- | understand that our -- sonme of our
Staff have been at the -- for lack of a better word,
the City meetings, the regional meetings that
ConEd -- where different mayors and nunicipal | eaders
and State reps have called. And so the Comm ssion
has been avail able for information to, you know, help
t hat process and hel p everyone understand that we
are, in fact, doing our fact-gathering at this point.
|s that a correct assunption?

MR. STUTSMAN: Yes, that's true.

CHAI RMAN SCOTT: Anyone el se?

Jim Zol ni erek, here
t oday, from Tel ecom has been really hel pful and his
staff. Bet h Bosch from Public Information has been
ki nd of coordinating this effort for all of us.

| think we all understand how in this
hi ghly connected world that we live in, how inmportant
it is to be connected with tel ephone service
especially because it links us up with our comunity,
with the government prograns that are important, with
famly, friends, in case of emergencies. And we know
t hat not everybody can afford these services. So
that's why these programs are avail abl e.

And so, you know, we've huddl ed up
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with internally as well as with a bigger network of
organi zations across the state, with several State
departnments, Human Services and with Illinois
Community Action Association and all the LIHEAP
outlets, with CUB, with AARP, all pitching in and
trying to make this program much more visible and how
for people to get involved in the program

So, you know, |'ve drafted this
resolution saying that we're, as a Comm ssion, in
support of Lifeline Awareness Week and the activities
t hat are happening in conjunction with that.

And if you have questions, |I'd be gl ad
to answer those; but | ask for your support of the
Resol uti on.

CHAI RMAN SCOTT: Are you noving to adopt the
Resol uti on?

And it's a tough world out there
and this is one of those programs that can really
hel p peopl e when they need it nost.

This is the
tenth Report that we will be submtting to the
General Assenmbly pursuant to Statute 13-407 of the
Public Utilities Act. As you know, in previous years
we've coll ected tel ephone information and broadband
information. More and nmore broadband information is
being collected by -- through DCEO and group -- a
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nonprofit organization, Broadband Illinois. And
we' ve been working with them and communi cating with
themin their collection efforts. And | think the
br oadband collections are really improving. And
you'll see some of that information in the Report.

The report reflects the first --
really the first round of collections from Broadband
I11inois and we expect to see inmprovements over tine.
We' ve been pointing some holes where, you know, we
know carriers may not be providing all the
information they should and things |ike that. So
it's been a relatively cooperative effort and we
appreciate their efforts, and | think the data | ooks
a |l ot better. It's nore consumer-friendly.
Consumers can now go and type in their address and
see who providers in their area are and | think
that's very helpful. And that's all reflected in the
Report.

Regardi ng the tel ecommuni cati ons
information, | think we see a | ot of what we've seen
in the past. | think the trends have conti nued,
fewer wirelines being reported, an increase in CLEC
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mar ket share over previous years.

The one other new thing |I think in the
Report to note is that we are seeing better and
better wireless substitution information also. I n
t he past we've seen -- oddly enough, the Center for
Di sease Control seens to be the best source of
wi reless information. They've been doing a survey
and gathering some health information. And at one
point they realized they had some pretty val uabl e
wi rel ess substitution information. And they've been
putting that out, thankfully, to everybody that's
interested. And recently they started actually
breaking it down by state. So now we even have a
state-level information on substitution and we've
i ncorporated that into our Report.

Their Report estimtes that 24.4
percent of the adult population in Illinois live in
househol ds with only wireless service. That's pretty
significant analysis in terms of the wireless
substitution. All that is reflected in the Report
and the rest of it, |I think, is pretty
sel f-explanatory fromreading it.
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The one thing |I would note, the
Chai rman actually caught a typo and we would correct
t hat . In Table 2 the number of retail providers was
reported as 124 and it should actually be 123. So
we'd |ike to correct that before we pass it on.

Wth that, if you have any ot her
questions, |'d be happy to answer them

CHAI RMAN SCOTT: Any questions?

COMM SSI ONER O CONNELL- DI AZ: |'"mjust glad to
see that the reporting for the wireless carriers is
up. So | don't have to chase those people down the
hal | way when | see them -- Get that stuff to Jim So
that's really good because that's kind of the really
significant nunber. And it's inportant for you to
have that in order for you to give a full report to
us and for us to give a full report to the General
Assembl y. So Il'"'mreally glad on your efforts in

achi eving that success.

COWMM SSI ONER FORD: And | was wondering -- when
| was perusing the Report, | saw the CDC and | said,
How did that get in here? |I'mglad you clarified

that issue. That's interesting to know.
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MR. ZOLNI EREK: Thank you

t hank you for the conprehensive report. There's
really good conprehensive data in there, but there's
al so a good narrative for how things have evol ved and

| ooki ng for an explanation of how things have
evol ved. lt's well documented in that report.
